When a fe\v noblemen who were dis- 


satisfied with the manner of their 
treatment by the king of Spain set 
about starting a revolt in the Nether- 
lands, then a Spanish dependency, they 
thought the.v would just frighten the 
Spanish ^ov^rnment «t bit ho that they 
might gain the persouul udrantu'^es 
which they sought. 
When they had 


gained their point they thon<;lit it 
would be an eus.y mutter to stop the 
increment. So the revolt was started, 
but it required only a short time to 
j*rowtosucli dimensions that no one 
could stop it. 
Even the nrmi«s of 


Spain, then the greatest power of Eu- 
rope, were powerless to subdue the lit- 
tle country. From that time dates the 
independence of the Netherlands. 


So when Chicatfoaus couteiYed the 


idea of a world's fair it was intended 
that it should, indeed, bo biyjjer and 
better than anything that had jjone be- 
fore, as it would be, in the natural 
course of events, where every new ex- 
position must mark an advance over 
the preceding ones if it is to be of any 
note at all. They thought then that 
§10,000,000 would be ample to build and 
operate the fair. 
Even that amount 


was enormous as compared to the 
finances of any previous undertaking 
of a similar character. But it was not 
within the power of the projectors to 
stop the movement when it had reached 
the desired extent. 
The American peo 


pie, the people of the. world, in fact, 
took up the ittea with such enthusiasm 
that it grew nnd expanded entirely be- 
yond the scheme of the originators. 
It became a popular movement and it

developed as popular movements will, 
uncontrolled by any individual. 
The 


managers tried to keep it down. 
It 


was easy enough for others to demand 
certain things nnd leave it to the man- 
agement to provide the funds to carry 
out these ideas. The men who had 
charge of the finances of the e::Dosition 
have appeared, at times, in the light of 
•close-fisted, narrow-minded men with- 
•out any thought of the higher objects 
for which peoole kept on demanding 
space. 
But tins view of them is entire- 


ly erroneous. 
Imagine a finance com- 


mittee burdened with an enterprise 
that is started with an anticipated ex- 
penditure of ten million dollars, and 
the plans keep on growing until the 
•estimate of the expenditure reaches the 
enormous sum of almost twice that 
amount. 
It is enough to frighten any 


man who has any share in the respon- 
sibility, financial or moral. ISnttomake 
matters more 
complicated 
for the 


finance committee, they found them- 
.selves not in the position of directors 
of a private corporation which can stop 
its expenses and curtail its plans at 
will without being obliged to consult- 
any other interests; they were at the 
head of a semi-public enterprise, and 
the people expected that it should be a 
credit to the nation and truly represen- 
tative of these latter days of the nine- 
teenth century, whereas the stockhold- 
ers expected them to make the exposi- 
tion pay expenses, at least, if not make 
A profit 
ISetween these two fires the 


men who had to provide the finances 
lor the continually growing enterprise 
have had a hard time of it 
It was im- 


possible for them to please everybody. 
They aid what they thought was most 
conducive to the interests of the expo- 
sition as a national enterprise without 
jeopardizing- the interests of the stock- 
holders. 


_An apt illustration of how the expo- 
sition has been growing far btyond 
the limits originally laid down is sup- 
plied by the department of education. 
This is a branch of tire d*>artment of 
liberal arts, and as such was to hare 
been located within the manufactures 
mad liberal arts building, known as the 
main building of the exposition. 
TJut 


the manufactures department kept 
growing, the liberal arts were confined 
to smaller space, for, there being no 
commercial interest- back of them, they 
had to give way before the enormous 
pressure of 
tlio 
manufacturing in- 


terests of the world. 
Finally there 


•was no room left at all for the. educa- 
tional exhibit 
At the same time there 


•was no money left to appropriate for 
building purposes, the original plans 
in this dSrectinn having been exceeded 
by more than one-half. 
It required a 


long controversy, which, however, has 
been happily concluded by a decision 
to have an educational baUding. 


Then the women connected with the 


exposition thought it would be a good 
plan to have a b-.iilding for children. 
They had been treated with the. great- 
est liberality by the board of directors 
from the beginning, getting, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the pick of everything in 
point of location, appropriation, time, 
etc. So they concluded not to trouble 
the directors with providing the fnnds 
for this building, bnt to ttnd the means 
tbemselre*. This was doee. 


It rfhows again how much farther 


•entiment will often go than business, 
provided U is a sentiment that appeals 
to men or rather to women. 
Mrs. Pot- 


ter Palmer, the president of the worn 
an's department of the exposition— 
that description suits better than the 
official title "Hoard of Lady Manager 
—(O»vc up her beautiful mansion, one 
of the finest residences in Chicago, and 
perhaps tli« most unique, to a grand 
bazaar 
of the 
nations, 
and used 


her wide acquaintance 
and 
influ 


ence as one of the leaders of society to 


aos!. Urilliant success in 


that line ever accomplished in this 
city. Iler home was transformed into 
an epitome of the world. 
Jn various 


booths there were (ireeks and Turks, 
Russians, Swedes, Germans, French, 
liritish, Dutch and other people, in 
most cases, of course, women, as being 
the fairest representatives of the re- 
spective nations. 
They were Chicago 


women who had u liking for tin; par- 
ticular nationality they adopted, and 
presided in the booths. 
All wore the 


most characteristic and.it goes without 
saying, the most becoming to them of 
the costumes of the nation they had se- 
lected. 
They sold articles of foreign 


manufacture. 
It was all very pretty 


and society was out in force. 
A few 


little slips, here and there, in picking 
out characteristics of various nations 
occurred, as the> always do,but no one 
noticed them. There was nothing so 
flagrant as that blunder which ap- 
peared in one of our leading papers the 
day 
after 
the 
dedication 
and 


about 
which 
people 
have 
not 


yet stopped laughing. It was very 
funny. 
There was a most touching 


and pathetic and, at tirnss, truly poetic 
introduction in which the importance 
of the occasion was properly empha- 
sized. 
Among other things, the pres- 


ence of a papal delegate was referred 
to and the writer said that tUis showed 
that such a thing would never hapnen 
again as when Harbarossa went to 
Canossa. This is somewhat as if a 
paper would talk about Gen. l>e sur- 
rendering to George Washington or 
Admiral Nelson defeating the Spanish 
armada. But then, iE Shakespeare can 
be allowed to have a clock striking at 
the time oi Julius Cjcsar, I suppose 
such a lapsus as this is not a capital 
crime. 


The funds, then, will be provided for 


a children's building. The intelligence 
will be received with much satisfaction 
by more people than the originators of 
the plan thought His barely possible 
that some schemes of educators may be 
realized which before this time could 
not have been practical. For instance, 
the German government wanled to 
show a kindergarten in operation under 
the direction of the pupils of Froebel, 
the originator oJ the kindergarten sys- 
tem. They wanted to have it within 
the exposition grounds and take, the 
children of people living in the neigh- 
borhood. 
Hut the objection was raised 


that parents would not let their chil- 
dren spend their time in the ground or 
even go there twice a day among th'e 
crowd. 
If room conld 1x; made for this 


kindergarten -in this new building the 
location of it would he exceedingly 
favorable, and the project may be re- 
vived. 


Ground has been reserved for the 


children's building between the. wom- 
an's and the horticultural buildings. 
The dimensions are to be 90 by 150 
feet and it will cost about 520,000 for 
the building- proper and S15.000 more 
to furnish it. 
It 
is not 
intended 


primarily as a nursery, but there will 
be one connected with, it. It is planned 
to have a kindergarten and a kitchen 
garden, as well as a department of 
physical culture. The building- will be 
two stories liigh and have a roof garden 
constructed for the special purpose of 
making it a playground for the chil- 
dren. 
In fact, it will be a fairy garden 


for tke little ones with every possible 
provision for healthy outdoor play, 
with lawns and flowers, butterflies 
and birds, fishes in an aquarium, a 
fountain and water to float toy boats. 
The parapet is planned so high that 
children cannot see over it and will not 
be tempted to look at the people be- 
low and be in danger of falling down. 
None but the children and their'at- 
tendants will le allowed in this part 
of the building. 


The time is beginning when every- 


thing about the exposition his to be 
rushed. It is only a few- months till 
next Hay. 
There remains much to be 


done, lint the World's Columbian ex- 
position has been a departure in many 
other things. May it be hoped that it 
will also introduce the novelty of an 
exposition opening at the time an- 
nounced and being completed when it 
is opened.
